A Game Law. 
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Hon. T. W. Grimes, of Muscogec, has 
introduced a bill into the house makiay 
it unlawful to killany doe or fawn be 
tween the first of January and the dist 
of July, or to shoot any buck between 
the first of September and first of No- 
vember, and between the first of March 
and first of May, and declares it to be a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
$925 for every buck or doe killed, or 60 
days imprisonment inthe common jail 

Trapping or sparing any deer, part- 
ridge, wild turkey or insectivorous bird, 
or wilful destruction of any bird (save 
birds of prey) is declared a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of $25 for every 
deer, or $10 for every bird killed. 

The shooting or killing of any wild 
turkey, partridge or insectivorous bird 
between the fifteenth of March and fif- 
teenth of October, is declared a misde- 
meanor or and puuishable by a fine of 
$10 or imprisonment for sixty days. 

The fact of being in possession of any 
deer, or any bird, or exposing the same 
for sale, is held to be prima facie proof of 
trapping or killing by the party having 
the same in possession, one-half of the 
fine goes to the informer and the other 
half into the county treasury.

THE savings banks of Chicago are 
making commendable efforts to provide 
Cheap and commodious dwelling houses 
for persons of moderate means. The 
plan, says the New York Bulletin, is 
this: 

The bank lends money to build to any 
person who owns alot. The bank owns 
all the plans and specifications, and of 
course has a lien on the property entire, 
so that its security is undoubted. Plans 
and specifications have been received 
from all parts of the country, and some 
remarkably low. figures are reached—a 
number of them proposing to put up fire- 
proof brick cottages for less than fifteen 
hundred dollars. These are handsome 
one story and a half cottages, for all 
practical purposes as good as two stories. 
rhe roof to be of slate. On the first 
floor are a parlor, a kitchen, a scullery 
and a bath-room and acoal-bin. On the 
second floor are three bed-rooms and a 
chamber. Then there are plans for two 
thousand and two thousand five hundred 
dollar houses, all fire-proof and equally 
cheap Lor their size; also plans for stores 
with dwellings above, and plans for rooms 
on the combination principle. 

Atlanta needs at least two hundred of 
those $1,500 brick cottages at the present 
moment, and this want will be apt to 
increase rather than diminish, unless our 
capitalists cover their vacant lots with 
houses that will meet the demand. We 
have plauty of lots, but not enough 
houses to accommodate the people that 
are Coming to us from all sections of the 
country. Commodious dwelling houses 
for persons of moderate means, is exact 
ly the want of Atlanta this season. The 
city is full of people looking for homes, 
and the cards of the renting ageuts are 
rarely seen on habitable houses. 
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Our Washington special gives us disa- 
greeable news. Surely no one can 
doubt now the desperate determination 
of the radical party retain te power at all 
hagards.

It tells what has been done, 
and what it is proposed to do, in the way 
offimproving the rivers and harbors of 
the United States, from Maine to Texas. 
Asthe ConsTiruTion has been advised 
by er. an appropriation of $75,- 
000 will be made for the inproyement of 
SAVANNAH IARBOR, 

and during the presert fiscal year it is 
contempiated that the work of improve- 
meat shall be carried on substatitially as 
follows: 

1. In dredging the shoal north-east of 
Fort Pulaski, in order to establish a 
channel 13 1-4 feet deep and 125 feet 
wide at mean low water. 

2. In dredging of *‘the Wrecks,” op- 
posite, the lower cnd of Fig Island, so 
asto securea channel 13 3-4 feet deep 
and 125 feet wide at mean low water. 

3. in dredging the shoal abreast of 
Kiba Island so as to secure at that point 
a channel 13 1-2 fect deep and 125 feet 
wide at mean low water. 

4. In dredging garden bank, opposite 
the lower portion of the city of Savan- 
nah, sv as to establish along the city 
wharves achannel 13 3-4 feet deep and 
not less than 125 feet wide at that local. 
ity. 

5. In removing a crib sunk during the 
civil war in the channel at the entrance 
from the Savannah river into Saint Au- 
gustine creek. 

These operations will be in furtherance 
of the project submitted last year by the 
engineer in charge, in the extensions of 
which it is intended to establish a chan- 
nel of such capacity that vessels drawing 
22 feet of water, can ascend to Tybee 
Roads to Savannah city on the flood tide 
and lay at the Savannah wharves at al! 
stages of the tide without grounding. 
An essential feature of the project is a 
deflecting jetty or sluice dam at ‘“‘cross- 
tides,” four miles above tke city, the ob- 
ject of which is to increase the volume 
and velocity of the water flowing past 
the city on the ebb current and augment 
its scouring effect upon the shoals. It 
is believed that the eifect of this jetty o1 
sluice dam would be to incresse thie 
scouring effect of the ebb current upon 
the shoals below, and therefore diminish 
the art of dredging and of longitudinal 
jettics for contracting the water way 
To provide for its construction and con- 
tinue the dredging, the engineer } 
charge recommends an appropriation 
$e75, 000. 

The house committee on commerce in 
ticir revision of. the estimates had de- 
cided to give Savannah but $50,000; but 
through the exertions of Representative 
Blount, an additional $25,000 was secur- 
ed or $75,000 in all. The amount avail- 
able from previous appropriations on 
July ist, 1874, was $50,656. 

THE OOSTANAULA RIVER. 

The examination and survey of this 
river,which was made in compliance 
with provisions of the act of March 8, 
1371, extended only to the mouth of the 
Coosuwattee, At the request of General 
Young, Capt. Overman was requested, in 
the absence of Major McFarland, to ex 
tend this examination fromgResaca_ to 
Carter’s Mill. He did so, and his report 
with accompanying estimates, bears date 
March 19, 1874. The trip from Resaca 
to Carter’ PMill and back, for the exami 
nation of the river was made in the 
steamer Mary Carter, drawing 10 inches 
light when underway, aud from 24 to 80 
inches when loaded. The stage of water 
at the time of the examination, accord- 
ing to the testimony of those living on 
or near it, was from 24 to 30 inches 
above low water. Capt. Overman says: 

“At this stage the steamer employed 
had no difliculty from “want of sufficent 
depth of water in passing over the whfole 
length of the river in question, as but 
one shoal was found with Jess than 33 
for a short distance. 

‘*Phe navigation ig at present obstruct 
ed even at ordinary stages in many places 
by sunken logs, tre¢s and snags; by cver- 
hanging trees, which prevent a boat from

GEN. GORDON’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Gordon, ef Georgia, referred to 
the speech he made a few days ago, and 
said he had not made any attack on the 
president. In that speech he expressed 
his confidence that the bitter sentiment 
which characterized this debate found 


no response with the northern people. 


Such was his opinion, notwithstanding 
the false charges made on this floor 
avainst him. Since the surrender of the 
confederate army no man ever heard 
him utler any sentiments against the 
federal government He referred to the 
arguments of Messrs. Conkling, Morton, 
and others, und. contended that Vigers, 
the clerk of the Louisiana legislature, 
iolding over, had no right to call the 
roll, and he did not think any peop'c 
would sustain the sevate in any such 
pioecedings.
